Court Rejects Torture Appeal 


Justices refuse to hear German s allegations of CIA abuse 


WASHINGTON I A German man who says he 
was abducted and tortured by the CIA as part 
of the anti-terrorism rendition program lost 
his final chance Tuesday to persuade U.S. 
courts to hear his claims. 

The Supreme Court rejected without com- 
ment an appeal from Khaled el-Masri, effec- 
tively endorsing Bush administration argu- 
ments that state secrets would be revealed if 
courts allowed the case to proceed. 


El-Masri, 44, a German citizen of Lebanese 
descent, says he was mistakenly identified as 
an associate of the Sept. 11 hijackers and was 
detained while attempting to enter Macedonia 
on New Year’s Eve 2003. 

He claims that CIA agents stripped, beat, 
shackled, diapered, drugged and chained 
him to the floor of a plane for a flight to 
Afghanistan. He says he was held for four 
months in a CIA-run prison known as the 


“salt pit” in the Afghan capital of Kabul. 

After the CIA determined it had the wrong 
man, el-Masri says, he was dumped on a 
hilltop in Albania and told to walk down a 
path without looking back. 

El-Masri’s claims, which prompted 
strong international criticism of the ren- 
dition program, were backed by European 
investigations and U.S. news reports. German 
Chancellor Angela Merkel has said that U.S. 
officials acknowledged that el-Masri’s deten- 
tion was a mistake, mark sherman (ap)

led to transplant surgery in August. 
Now, the color is returning to Sucher’s 
cheeksand he is recovering. Sucher, 35, 
suffered kidney failure three years ago 
becauseof high blood pressure,forcing 
himto undergo dialysis. When Howard 
came by on a sales call, he learned that 
Sucher couldn’t afford a new vacuum 
cleaner because of the illness. He also 


learned Sucher had 0-positive blood 
— the same as his. “I went outside, 
prayed about it, called my dad and my 
wife,’’ Howard remembers. “[Donat- 
ing] was something I was called to 
do.’’

Giuliani and Romney 
share sharp exchange 
over spending, taxes 

DEARBORN, MICH. | Republican 
presidential hopefuls Mitt Rom- 
ney and Rudy Giuliani quarreled 
over tax and spending cuts Tuesday, 
each claiming greater commitment 
than the other in a debate in the 
nation’s struggling manufactur- 
ing heartland. 

The government “is spending 
money of future generations and 
those yet to be born,” added Fred 
Thompson, making his debut on a 
debate stage after a late entry into 
the race. 

After months of polite debate 
sparring, Giuliani and Romney 
squared off without hesitation, a 
reflection of their struggle for pri- 
macy in the race for their party’s 
presidential nomination. 

“I cut taxes 23 times. I believe 


in tax cuts,” Giuliani said. 

Romney initially conceded that 
point, but quickly criticized his rival 
for once filing a court challenge to 


a law that gave President Clinton 
the right to veto spending items 
line by line. 

Romney also said that while

mayor, Giuliani “fought to keep 
the commuter tax, which is a very 
substantial tax ... on consumers 
coming into New York.” 

Giuliani responded that spend- 
ing fell in New York while he was 
mayor and rose in Massachusetts 
while Romney was governor. 

“The point is that you’ve got to 
control taxes. I did it, he didn’t. ... 
I led, he lagged.” 

“It’s baloney,” retorted Romney. 
“I did not increase taxes in Massa- 
chusetts. I lowered taxes.” 

The exchange was among the 
most heated of the campaign for 
the Republican presidential nomi- 
nation, reflecting a quickening pace 
as the 2008 caucuses and prima- 
ries draw close. 

It also left Thompson, Sen. 
John McCain of Arizona and the 
other contenders as something of 
bystanders for the several moments 
that Romney and Giuliani went at 
one another, liz sidoti (ap)

Public-school students 
score equally well on 
key achievement test 

WASHINGTON I Low-income stu- 
dents who attend urban public 
high schools generally do just as 
well on achievement tests as pri- 
vate-school students with similar 
backgrounds, according to a study 


EXCEPTIONAL ORDERS 

The study included 1,000 stu- 
dents. When family factors were 
accounted for, the only kind of 
private schools that had a posi- 
tive impacton student achieve- 
ment in the study were Catholic 
schools run by holy orders such 
as the Jesuits. 


being released Wednesday. 

Students at independent private 
schools and most parochial schools 
scored the same on 12th-grade 
achievement tests in core academic 
subjects as those in traditional pub- 
lic high schools when income and 
other family characteristics were 
taken into account, according to 
the study by the nonpartisan Cen- 
ter on Education Policy. 


While the finding is in line with 
some recent studies, it’s at odds with 
a larger body of research that has 
found private -school students out- 
perform those in public schools. 

However, the new study not only 
compared students by income levels 
but also looked at a range of other fam- 
ily characteristics, such as whether a 
parent participates in school life. 

“When these were taken into 
account, the private -school advan- 
tage went away,” the report states.

Pill May Ease Detox Need 


Migraine medicine 
could be used to help 
treat alcohol addiction 

CHICAGO I A migraine pill seems 
to help alcoholics taper off their 
drinking without detox treat- 
ment, researchers report, offering 
a potential option for a hard-to- 
treat problem. 

The drug, Topamax, works in 
a different way than three other 
medications already approved for 
treating alcoholism. 

Experts said the drug is likely to 
appeal to heavy drinkers who would 
rather seek help from their own doc- 
tors rather than enter a rehab clinic 
to dry out. The drug costs at least 
$350 per month, plus the price of 
visits to the doctor. 

But side effects are a problem. 


RESEARCH IN A BOTTLE 

The study followed 371 heavy 
drinkers for 14 weeks. Atthe start 
of the study, they drank, on aver- 
age, 11 standard drinks daily. 

Bythe end of the study, 27 of 
the 183 people, or 15 percent, who 
tookTopamax had quitdrink- 
ing entirely for seven weeks or 
more. That compared to six out 
of 188, or 3 percent, in the place- 
bo group. 

Others cut back. The Topamax 
group cut backto six drinks per 
day, on average. 


and it’s unclear whether the findings 
will make a dent in an addiction that 
affects millions of Americans. 

Addiction specialists not 
involved in the study said the 
findings are promising, although 


side effects such as trouble concen- 
trating, tingling and itching caused 
about one in five people to drop out 
of the study. 

“The size of the treatment effect 
is larger than in most of the other 
medications we’ve seen,” said Dr. 
Mark Willenbring of the Nation- 
al Institute on Alcohol Abuse and 
Alcoholism. “And all the drink- 
ing variables changed in the right 
direction.” 

The study, published in Wednes- 
day’s Journal of the American Medi- 
cal Association, was funded by the 
maker of the drug, Johnson & John- 
son Inc.’s Ortho -McNeil Neurolog- 
ies. The researchers also reported 
financial ties to the company. Ortho- 
McNeil reviewed the manuscript but 
did not change the results or inter- 
pretation, the researchers reported.

The deaths Tuesday at a Baghdad 
intersection may sharpen demands 
to curb the expanding array of secu- 
rity firms in Iraq watching over dip- 
lomats, aid groups and others. 

“We deeply regret this incident,” 
said a statement from Michael Prid- 
din, the chief operating officer of 
Unity Resources Group, a security 
company owned by Australian part- 
ners but with headquarters in Dubai 
in the United Arab Emirates. 

Priddin said the company would 
disclose more details of the shoot- 
ing after “the facts have been veri- 
fied and the necessary people and 
authorities notified.”

Expert: Warming 
Rate Speeds Up 

SYDNEY, AUSTRALIA I Worldwide 
economic growth has accelerated 
the level of greenhouse gas emis- 
sions to a dangerous threshold sci- 
entists had not expected for another 
decade, according to a leading Aus- 
tralian climate change expert. 

Tim Flannery told Australian 
Broadcasting Corp. that an upcom- 
ing report by the UN. Intergovern- 
mental Panel on Climate Change will 
contain new data showing that the 
level of climate- changing gases in 
the atmosphere has already reached 
critical levels. 

“What the report establishes is 
that the amount of greenhouse gas 
in the atmosphere is already above 
the threshold that can potentially 
cause dangerous climate change,” 
Flannery said.

A Small Discovery 
Earns Nobel in Physics 


Physicists who helped 
shrink the size of hard 
disks win top prize 

STOCKHOLM, SWEDEN I Two Euro- 
pean scientists won the 2007 Nobel 
Prize in physics on Tuesday for a dis- 
covery that lets computers, iPods and 
other digital devices store reams of 
data on ever- shrinking hard disks. 

France’s Albert Fert and Ger- 
man Peter Gruenberg indepen- 
dently discovered a physical effect 
in 1988 that has led to sensitive tools 
for reading the information stored 
on hard disks. That sensitivity lets 
the electronics industry use smaller 
and smaller disks. 

The two scientists discovered 
a phenomenon called giant mag- 
netoresistance. In this effect, very 
weak changes in magnetism gen- 
erate larger changes in electrical 
resistance. This is how information 
stored magnetically on a hard disk 
can be converted to electrical sig- 
nals that the computer reads. 

Smaller disks mean fainter mag- 
netic signals, so the ability to detect

them is key to shrinking hard disks. 
The first disk-reading device based on 
the effect was launched in 1997 “and 
this soon became the standard tech- 
nology,” the Nobel committee said. 

Fert, 69 , is the scientific direc- 
tor of the Mixed Unit for Physics at 
CNRS/Thales in Orsay France, while 
Gruenberg, 68, is a professor at the 
Institute of Solid State Research in 
the west German city of Juelich. They 
will share the $1.5 million prize. 

When asked whether he’d 
thought his discovery would have 
such wide application, Fert said. 
“You can never predict in physics. 
... These days, when I go to my gro- 
cer and see him type on a computer, 
I say, “Wow, he’s using something I 
put together in my mind. It’s won- 
derful.’” MATT MOORE (AP)

Heating Costs Set to Rise 



Energy Department 
expects higher bills, 
warmer temperatures 

NEW YORK I Almost all Americans 
will pay a lot more to heat their 
homes this winter, even though 
temperatures are expected to be 
warmer than average. 

That’s the sobering message from 
an Energy Department report Tues- 
day that estimates heating oil costs 
are likely to jump 22 percent and 
natural gas bills, on average, will 
rise 10 percent between October 
and March. 

And while the National Oceanic 
and Atmospheric Administration 
forecast a milder-than- average 
winter in most parts of the coun- 
try, the agency also predicted Tues- 
day that temperatures will be 1.3 
percent colder than last year. 

In Massachusetts, where about 
40 percent of homeowners rely on 
oil for heat, consumers are bracing 
for price spikes, said Michael Fer- 
rante, president of the Massachu- 


setts Oilheat Council, a trade group. 
“They are buttoning up their houses 
even more, they are turning down 
their thermostats, they are wear- 
ing sweaters,” he said. 

Surging crude oil prices are the 
primary, but not the only, culprit for 
the jump in fuel oil costs. This spring 
and summer, American refineries 
experienced an unusual number of 


unexpected maintenance outages. 
The net result was that fewer refiner- 
ies were producing gasoline, heating 
oil and other petroleum products. 

The outages sent gasoline pric- 
es to a record $3,227 per gallon in 
late May as refiners scrambled to 
produce enough gasoline to meet 
peak summer driving demand.

Bill Denying Aid to Illegals Is Killed 


Frederick County 
votes not to crack down 
on immigrant services 

Frederick County commissioners 
voted Tuesday to kill a proposal that 
would have denied public services, 
including schooling, to immigrants 
in the United States illegally. 

In a 3-2 vote, the commission- 
ers decided not to follow the lead 
of Prince William and Loudoun 
counties in cracking down on ille- 
gal immigrants by denying them 


access to some services. 

But the Frederick board unani- 
mously approved resolutions to the 
state legislature and to Congress 
calling on federal lawmakers to 
address immigration policies. The 
resolutions state that the influx of 
immigrants has divided Frederick 
and is taxing the local government, 
whose costs for Spanish-language 
interpreters and other services are 
rising. 

“I think these resolutions are 
a more positive way to deal with 
what we’ve heard so far rather

than advance efforts to deny ser- 
vices, which I think is a very neg- 
ative approach,” Commissioners 
President Jan H. Gardner said in 
the meeting.

Or you can send them hurling 
into the autumn sky at 400 mph 
with a 30,000 -pound cannon.

The World Championship Punkin 
Chunkin contest takes place Nov. 2 
through 4 in Bridgeville, Del., about 
90 miles from Washington.

Patriots Face Tough Road 



New England heads 
to Dallas Sunday for its 
biggest test of the year 

NFL I Get ready, Patriots, you’re 
finally facing a strong team. 

Unbeaten against unimpres- 
sive opponents. New England has 
a much tougher road as it prepares 
for Sunday’s game in Dallas. 

Tom Brady versus Tony Romo. 
Randy Moss versus Terrell Owens. 
One high- scoring offense against 
another. 

That should be a much better 
gauge of how good the Patriots are 
than their previous five wins — all 
against teams with losing records. 

But Ellis Hobbs swatted that 
notion away as if it were an errant 
pass. 

“I don’t think of it as a measur- 
ing stick,” the Patriots cornerback 
said Monday. “We think of it as a 
big game because it’s the next game. 
Obviously, from the record stand- 
point, this is the best team we’ve 
faced up to this point.” 

The Cowboys scored at least 
34 points in each of their first four 
games before hitting a roadblock 
in Buffalo, where they eked out a 
25-24 win with a recovered onside 
kick and a 53 -yard field goal. New 
England has scored 38 three 
times and 34 twice. On Sunday, 
the Patriots beat Cleveland 34- 
17 , their lowest point differential 
of the season. 

Coach Bill Belichick was upset 


with his team’s troubles convert- 
ing on third downs and inside the 
Browns’ 20 -yard line. 

“Let’s not make it more than what 
it is,” Hobbs said. “This isn’t determin- 
ing the playoffs. This is not, quote, 
unquote, the Super Bowl matchup 
or whatever. We’re going into week 
six and this is the next game.” 

It’s against a much tougher oppo- 
nent than their first five — the New 
York Jets, San Diego, Buffalo, Cin- 
cinnati and Cleveland. 


“We’re still looking for ways to 
improve and see the things that we 
could have done better,” said run- 
ning back Sammy Morris, who ran 
for more than 100 yards for the sec- 
ond straight game. “What makes 
this [game] the most important is 
seeing how we — I don’t want to say 
rebound in the sense that we played 
terrible, but just in the sense of how 
we’re going to step back up. 

“And, again, it happens to be 
Dallas.” HOWARD ulman (ap)

A chick makes us 
laugh on The Sarah 
Silverman Program’ 

CHUCKLES I Sarah Silyerman is 
ansyvering a reporter’s question 
during lunch at an open-air res- 
taurant yvhen a car alarm goes off. 
She persists a feyv moments as the 
car horn throbs. Then, in an exag- 
gerated yvhisper, she pretends to 
shout an ultimatum at the horn: 
“Shut! Up!!!” 

An instant later, the horn 
stops. 

“Woyv!” giggles Silyerman, 
pleased yvith her masquerade of 
poyver. 

Of course, the character she 
plays on “The Sarah Silyerman 
Program” yvould haye yvasted no 
time taking direct action. On last 
yveek’s season premiere of the Com- 
edy Central series (airing 10:30 p.m. 
on Wednesdays), the conyeniently 
named Sarah yvas rudely awakened 
by Sunday morning church bells. 
She was plenty steamed. 

Still in her pajamas, she barged 
into the sanctuary where the ser- 
yice was in progress, and gaye the 
congregation hell. 

“Who are you people pray- 
ing to: Jesus of Noise -rith?” she 
screeched. 

From there, the twisted nar- 


ratiye somehow whisked Sarah 
into the arms of anti-abortion 
actiyists. 

Thus does the series (which Sil- 
yerman co-yvrites and co-produces, 
as well as stars in) channel the same 
shrewd, often shocking, wrongness 
that fuels her stand-up act. 


Like Stand-Up Sarah has always 
done, TV- Series Sarah keeps the 
audience on edge by being cute, 
obnoxious and deprayed. 

Aimless in the toym ofValley Vil- 
lage, she is looked after by her sister 
(played by Silyerman’s real-life sis- 
ter, Laura), her gay- couple neigh- 


bors (Brian Posehn and Steye Agee) 
and Laura’s dimwitted policeman 
beau (Jay Johnston). Rounding out 
the support system: Doug, a Chi- 
huahua-pug mix played by Duck, 
Silyerman’s real-life pooch (and, 
oddly, the show’s only character 
with a made-up name). 

Tonight’s episode centers on 
Doug, whose zesty displays of per- 
sonal hygiene (or is it more than 
that?) become a source of fascina- 
tion for Sarah. She gets a little too 
close to the subject. Then she gets 
busted. 

Maybe somewhere in this tale is 
an exploration of what is, and isn’t, 
a sexual offense. 

“I’m not a monster!” argues 
Sarah when she pleads her case 
in court. “I’m just a curious eccen- 
tric.” 

Welcome to another day in com- 
edy for Silyerman, who, on other 
days, has tapped how- dare -she 
topics like AIDS, Sept. 11, rape, the 
Holocaust, eyen the children of Brit- 
ney Spears (whom she christened 
“adorable mistakes” while hosting 
the MTV Video Music Awards last 
month). 

All this from someone whose 
worldyiew holds that “eyerything 
constantly moyes in a circle. So, when 
it’s good, it’s good, and when it’s bad, 
it’s about to be good. I’m an optimist 
that way.” frazier moore (ap)

MUSIC I With “Family,” LeAnn Rimes 
matures from a performer into an 
artist. Not only does this album tri- 
umphantly celebrate the difference 
between a great yoice and a great 
yocalist, the 25-year-old former child 
Star also shows she’s grown into a 
good songwriter, one braye enough 
to tell the truth and cleyer enough 


to make it entertaining. 

Co-writing eyerything but the 
two bonus cuts — preyiously released 
duets yvith Reba McEntire and Bon 
Joyi — her songs focus on relation- 
ships. Some are about a woman 
and her loyer, but others probe the 
complexities of the bond between 
an adult and her parents. The most 
striking cut is the sensitiye ballad, 
“What I Can Not Change,” featur- 
ing the most emotionally raw yet 
nuanced yocals of Rimes’ career. 

In it. Rimes doesn’t fall into the 


Nashyille trait of painting her par- 
ents as hardworking and self-sacri- 
ficing; herwarts-and-all portrayal 
of those she loyes makes her prideful 
declaration, “I make no apologies, 
this is my family,” ring true. 

Rimes occasionally sidesteps 
her theme, as on “Nothing Wrong,” 
a funky, playfully seductiye duet yvith 
Louisiana soul man Marc Broussard. 
But eyen her departures add up to the 
same conclusion: Rimes has arriyed a 
full-groyvn, creatiyelyyibrant 
artist.

A genre-defying artist 
stays true to his roots 
on a twangy release 

BAWITDABA | Kid Rock has sold 
20 million albums but he still mysti- 
fies a lot of people. Who is this guy? 
What is this guy? Is he a white rap- 
per, an arena-rock hero or an out- 
law country star? We can make it 
simple: Kid Rock is the muscle car 
of American music. 

Like a Dodge Charger, he was 
bolted together in Michigan, with 
a suspension for the ’70s and pride in 
his excessive consumption. He also 
looks perfectly natural tearing out 
of an Alabama roadhouse or idling 
in front of an L.A. strip club. At any 
given moment, there’s a good chance 
Lynyrd Skynyrd or Bob Seger is rock- 
ing in his 8 -track mind. 

Those classic-rock influences 
have never been clearer in Kid’s 
music than they are in his new 
album, “Rock N Roll Jesus,” which 
arrived Tuesday and finds the rap- 
per living up to his old boast: “I ain’t 
straight outta Compton, I’m straight 
out the trailer.” The 36 -year- old, sit- 
ting recently in a studio at the Capi- 
tol Records Tower, chuckled when 
asked about his affinity for pulling 


on three genres and creating music 
that manages to have clang, twang 
and scratch. 

“I’ve never pigeonholed myself. 
I’ve loved all music, all genres, from 
rock to rap to Motown. It’s what I 
loved as a kid, and it’s in my music 
now,” he said. “And I’m more com- 
fortable in my own skin than I have 
ever been in my whole life. I feel like 
the stars are aligned right now. I 
feel stronger than ever. Musically, 
I’m going to new levels.” 

If so, it might be due to the 
presence of two top producers. 
The album was produced by Rob 
Cavallo, who has guided Green 
Day throughout its career and 
most recently helped the trio deliver 
“American Idiot,” the group’s punk- 
pop masterpiece.

Personal chefs give 
busy professionals 
fine cuisine at home 

As lives get busier with careers, 
kids, commutes and other chaos, 
a growing number of people are 
turning to personal chefs to make 
sure that there’s a hot meal on the 
table at the end of a long day. 

Hiring a professional to cook 
for you isn’t a whole lot different 
than hiring someone to clean your 
house or walk the dog, and it’s not 
just for the wealthy, according to 
John Moore, executive director of 
the United States Personal Chef 
Association. 

“It’s not ‘Lifestyles of the Rich 
and Famous,”’ Moore said. “People 
don’t have personal chefs because 
they have tons of money— they have 
them because it solves a problem. 


It puts dinner on the table.” 

Personal chefs typically pre- 
pare several days’ worth of cus- 
tomized meals in advance, poten- 
tially for several clients. The 
meals are prepared and pack- 
aged, ready to be popped in an 
oven or microwave whenever a 
client wants to eat. 

Total costs usually range 
between $15 and $20 per person 
per meal, depending on the kind 
of food prepared and other relat- 
ed costs. That’s not much differ- 
ent from a meal at a restaurant, 
Moore said. 

“Except that people don’t have 
to go out, pay for parking or leave 
a tip,” Moore said. “And they get to 
eat a meal that was custom-made 
just for them.” 

Mark Tafoya, who owns the 
New York-based ReMARKable 
Palate personal chef service, cooks 
for regular weekly clients and also 
offers one-time meal services, such 
as romantic dinners for two. 

Tafoya prepares the meals in 
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the client’s home, with the dish- 
es ranging from chicken enchila- 
das with a green tomatillo sauce 
to crab lasagna with bechamel 
sauce. 

Tafoya said his typical weekly 


clients are incredibly busy, career- 
oriented people. 

“They might not be work- 
ing 12 -hour days; they might be 
working eight-hour days with kids, 
and they still have to take them 


to band practice, soccer and bal- 
let, and they might have elderly 
parents they have to take care of, 
too,” he said. 

Tafoya has cooked for Beth 
Dominguez’s family of five — 
including three children ages 9 to 
15 years old — for about a year. 

“He suggests new ingredients 
and helps us pick dishes that we 
haven’t had before,” Dominguez 
said. “He’ll also make suggestions

about what’s fresh and in season at 
the market, which I would never 
have time to do.” 

Though first popular in major 
metropolitan areas, the personal 
chef industry has spread across 
the country over the 16 years that 
Moore’s Rio Rancho, N.M. -based 
association has existed. 

Now personal chefs can be 
found in places as far-flung as 
Farmington, N.M., and Iowa City, 
Iowa, Moore said. 

“We’ve found that wherever 
there’s a working professional, 
there’s a need for personal chef,” 
Moore said, bree fowler (ap)

For the first time 
in 15 years, Taco Bell 
opens shop in Mexico 

It sounds like a fast-food grudge 
match: Taco Bell is taking on the 
homeland of its namesake by open- 
ing in Mexico for the first time in 
15 years. 

Defenders of Mexican culture see 
the chain’s re-entry as a crowning 
insult to a society already overrun 
by U.S. chains such as Starbucks, 
Subway and Kentucky Fried 
Chicken. 

“It’s like bringing ice to the Arc- 
tic,” complained pop culture histo- 
rian Carlos Monsivais. 

The company’s branding strategy 
— “Taco Bell is something else” — is 
an attempt to distance itself from 
any comparison to Mexico’s beloved 
taquerias, which sell traditional corn 
tortillas stuffed with an endless vari- 
ety of fillings, from spicy beef to com 
fungus and cow eyes. 


Taco Bell, a unit of Louisville, 
Ky. -based Yum Brands Inc., made 
its name promoting its menu to 
Americans as something straight 


out of Mexico. But it’s a very differ- 
ent dynamic south of the border. 

Here, the company is projecting 
a more “American” fast-food image

by adding french fries to the menu 
at its first store, which opened in 
late September in the northern city 
of Monterrey. 

Some of the names have been 
changed to protect the sacred. The 
hard- shelled items sold as “tacos” 
in the U.S. have been renamed 
“tacostadas.” The made-up word 
is a play on “tostada,” which for 
Mexicans is a hard, fried disk of 
cornmeal that is always served 
flat, with toppings. 

Taco Bell has taken pains to say 
that it’s not trying to masquerade 
as a Mexican tradition. 

“One look alone is enough to tell 
that Taco Bell is not a ‘taqueria’,” 


the company said in a newspaper 
ad. “It is a new fast-food alternative 
that does not pretend to be Mexi- 
can food.” 

Taco Bell failed with an ear- 
lier, highly publicized launch 
in Mexico City in 1992, when it 
opened a few outlets next to KFC 
restaurants. 

But Mexicans were less familiar 
with foreign chains back then, and 
the economy was on the verge of 
a crisis. Since then, free trade and 
growing migration have made U.S. 
brands ubiquitous in Mexico, influ- 
encing everything from how people 
dress to how they talk. 

“Taco Bell wants to take advan- 
tage of the perception that if some- 
thing comes from the United States, 
it tastes better — that a country that 
has been Americanized is vsdlling to 
Americanize food that is central to 
its cuisine,” Monsivais said. 

On a recent weekday afternoon, 
about 20 customers were eating 
at the first Taco Bell store, pick- 
ing from a menu offering tacos for 
just over $1 and a grilled beef bur- 
rito for about $5.70. That’s in line 
with prices at other fast-food out- 
lets in the area, but some custom- 
ers weren’t impressed. 

“Something is lacking here,” 
said customer Jonathan Elor- 
riaga. “Maybe the food shouldn’t 
come with french fries.”

It Pays to Recover a Chaise 

■ In 2004, the Bureau of Labor Statistics counted 65,000 interior designers in the 
country, 21,500 of whom were self-employed. Earnings vary widely from state to 
state and can also depend on a professional’s design specialty and his or her 
reputation. Salaries also vary between salaried employees and those who prac- 
ticeontheirown. 

According to 2005 BLS data, the mean annual wage for a salaried interior 
designer was $45,460 in Maryland; $48,210 in Virginiaand $62,560 in D.C. No gov- 
ernmentfiguresareavailableon how much self-employed interior designers 
earn, butaccording to the American Society of Interior Designers (ASID), annu- 
al salaries rangefrom less than $20,000to morethan $120,000. 

REQUIREMENTS: The gold standard for designers is passing the NCIDQ 
(National Council for Interior Design Qualification) exam. According to BLS, 
to be eligible to take the exam, applicants must have a minimum combination 
of six years of work and education experience in interior design, of which at 
least two are in education. Once you’ve passed, you’re called a “certified interi- 
or designer’’ ifyou livein Maryland or Virginia; in D.C., you’re a “licensed interi- 
or designer.’’ j.B.

cal than I ever imagined,” says 
the 38-year-old Swingly, who 
received his master’s degree in 
2001 from Marymount ETniversity 
in Arlington, Va. He now heads 
his own residential design firm 
— McMaster Wallace Interiors, 
named after his grandmothers. 
There, he finds himself not only 
doing lighting computations but

also determining what size steam 
unit a luxe master bathroom show- 
er calls for and picking out fabric 
to update clients’ sofas. 

With a bachelor’s degree in 
horticulture from Cornell and 
job experience in digital design, 
Swingly qualified for an acceler- 
ated program that allowed him to 
finish his master’s degree in two 
and a half years. He estimates the 
cost at about $30,000 to $40,000 
per year sans scholarship. 

“It was a lot of time and a 
big investment, but going as an 
adult made a big difference,” says 
Swingly “I realized how impor- 
tant it was to study hard and do 
the homework, which, as an 18- 
year-old, well. I’m not sure I would 
have.” Moreover, he says, taking 
techy courses like textile science 
and lighting, along with learn- 
ing space planning and building 
safety codes, made him a better 
designer. 

“It’s not just about the artistic 
talent to pick pretty paints and fab - 
rics,” says Swingly. “Sure, a house 
has to look good, but it also has 
to function.” 

Luba King, a senior com- 
pleting her bachelor’s degree at 
Marymount, seconds that. “People 
always ask me why I had to go to 
school [for King, it has been “three 
long years”] to pick out colors,” says 
the 57-year- old Maryland resident, 
who owned Kallista, a design store 
in Bethesdathat she shuttered sev- 
eral years ago. 
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“Few people understand the 
extent of what you have to study 
today,” she says. Interior design 
course work includes computer 
drafting technology (drawing on 
computers was new for King and 
terrified her at first) as well as, says 
King, “accessibility codes — how 
wide hallways must be to accom- 
modate wheelchairs, for example 
— environmental requirements 
and procedures for running a 
business.” Also, she adds, “States 
are getting stricter in requirements 
and pushing for licensing exams if 
you want to call yourself an inte- 
rior designer.” 

In the last 20 years, the whole 
interior design industry has gone 
through a sea change, according 
to Catherine Armour, chair of the 
design department at the Corcoran 
College of Art + Design. “Most 
designers have a degree today, 
and they can design hotels, hos- 
pitals, department stores, offices 
and sports complexes as well as 
determine the decor and layout 
of private homes,” she says. 

“If you’re good at what you 
do, the job prospects are excel- 
lent, particularly in the commer- 
cial realm, where there are many 
more opportunities than in past 
years. More Corcoran students 
are heading in the commercial 
direction and frequently find 
themselves working in teams, 
collaborating with architects 
and engineers.” 

Like King and Swingly, many 
students enter design programs 
seeking a mid- career switch. Jean 
Freeman, professor of interior design 
at Marymount, estimates the per- 


centage of such folks in her classes 
to be more than 60 percent. 

However, unlike most graduates, 
Swingly has chosen self-employment 
in residential design. King, who is 
currently doing an internship at a 
local design firm, intends to relo- 
cate and open her own interior 
design business in Florida after 
graduating. 

On a typical day, Swingly 
might spend a few hours at the 
Washington Design Center with 
clients picking out floor coverings. 


Today, interi- 
or designers 
work on a vari- 
ety of projects, 
from hotels to 
sports com- 
plexes. 


“This requires knowledge of car- 
pet construction as well as fiber 
content,” he says. “I make sure I’m 
choosing a carpet that fulfills both 
aesthetic and functional needs. The 
carpet I select for a busy family 
with pets will most likely have a 
different fiber content than one 
I’d pick for a no-kids, no-pets 
household.” 

Later that day Swingly might fig- 
ure out lighting solutions for a cus- 
tomer who’s building a new home 
in Potomac. “We talk about all the 
different kinds of light fixtures 
they’ll need, what effects they’d 
like to achieve and how to make it

all cohesive.” 

In addition to appointments 
with clients, Swingly may have 
meetings with vendors (including 
cabinet makers and upholsterers) 
or work with a corporate client on 
paint schemes and furniture for 
a downtown office. Whatever the 
day brings, and “every day is differ- 
ent,” says Swingly, “one of the most 
important things I’ve learned in the 
past few years is how crucial it is 
to have good people skills.” 

According to the federal Bureau 
of Labor Statistics (BLS), “Self- 
employed interior designers and 
those working in smaller firms 
usually earn a per-hour consult- 
ing fee, plus a percentage of the 
total cost of furniture, lighting, 
artwork and other design ele- 
ments.” 

But says Swingly, “Designers 
work and charge in different ways. 
It’s important to work with a client 
in a way that you’re comfortable.

SHORT SUBJECTS 


■ Not all interior design courses are aimed atwannabeHGTV stars. The Corcoran 
(Corcoran.edu) offers several short, fast-paced courses for the non-pro design 
enthusiast or homeowner. They are not related to the degree program, but are spe- 
cifically developed with a continuing education public in mind. 

Those offered this fall include afour-week seminar (Dec. 1-Dec. 15) on com- 
ing up with a cohesive color palette for the home and a seven-week seminar (start- 
ing Oct. 30) called “Restoration and Renovation.” Designed for owners and pro- 
spective owners of older homes, the course covers evaluating structural sound- 
ness and philosophies of and resources for restoration. 

This fall, Montgomery College offered a two-session continuing education 
class, “Interior Design — Add Colorto Your World.” j.b. 


whether by the hour, by the job or 
something else. I once even bartered 
with a client — I got a harpsichord 
in exchange for a kitchen design.” 

In the Corcoran College course 
“Introduction to Interior Design,” 
Carol Donnelly instructs her class, 
a mix of students of varying ages 
and backgrounds, on construction, 
drafting and rendering, space- 
planning and color theory. 

One of the class’ first proj- 
ects is to develop the interior of 
a small vacation house and decide 
who’s going to live there. Donnelly 
hands out a piece of paper with a 
footprint of the house on it and a 
set of parameters, including the 
height of the ceilings, the thick- 
ness of walls and the dimensions 
of the stairs. During the four-hour 
evening session, which includes 
drafting work, she offers practi- 
cal advice, such as, “Stay on top of 
technology, rehab if possible and 
remember that your job is to make 
the most efficient use of space.” 
She also cautions the class to keep 
in mind that a designer is depen- 


dent on the economy, so getting 
customers can be tougher when 
fears of recession loom. 

“This class is geared for someone 
considering the Interior Design pro- 
gram, to give them a feel for wheth- 
er they want to pursue either the 
M.A. or B.F.A. programs,” says 
Mary Sipper, a student in Donnelly’s 
intro class who works as a grants 
administrator with the National 
Endowment for the Arts. She has 
a master’s in art history and three 
semesters of architecture courses 
but wants to do something creative 
and hands-on, rather than the “dry, 
very technical things” she’s respon- 
sible for at NEA. 

“I want to get my feet wet,” 
says Sipper, who decided not to 
take the class for credit. Sipper 
reasons that even if she doesn’t 
get a degree, “I’ll have learned 
to sketch something up and talk 
coherently to a designer about my 
ideas. Right now I’m living in a 
’50s house that belonged to my 
parents, and it’s in drastic need

With over 25 graduate programs offered outside 
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Through her teens and 20s, two 
themes evolved for Johnson: She 
wanted to run her own business, 
and she noticed how poor presen- 
tation and social skills ruined many 
job hunters’ chances of success. 

At Nordstrom, a retailer known 
for great customer service, “it was 
rare to get someone who interviewed 
well, with good presentation and a 
good first impression,” Johnson says. 
Over time, the experience became 
frustrating and draining: “We’d do 
25 to 30 interviews a day, and the 
bulk were terrible. That showed me 
that there’s a huge need.” 

For what? A modern-day charm 
school. “For the baby boom genera- 
tion, there were many more charm 
schools — in department stores, 
Woodies, Sears,” says the 27-year- 
old entrepreneur. “People tell me, 
‘My parents made me go to charm 
school.’ It was common practice 
in the ’50s through the early ’70s.” 

Stalled at work and fired up to 
change the world, or at least local 
youth, she left OPM and enrolled 
in an intense two -day workshop at 
the International School of Protocol 
(410-771-6900; Internationalscho 
olofprotocol.com) in Hunt Valley, 
Md. The school has run thousands 
of similar programs since 1993, cer- 
tifying a diverse group of school- 
teachers, guidance counselors, 
employees of faith-based organi- 
zations and “quite a few entrepre- 


neurs,” says co-director Cathleen 
Hanson. Classes, limited to 15 peo- 
ple, are “very experiential,” she says; 
students learn the material while 
learning to teach the material. 

The class “Teaching Etiquette 
to Children and Teens,” next held 
Oct. 12-13, costs $775; “Teaching 
Etiquette to Adults and Business 
Professionals,” next held Nov. 9- 
10, costs $2,500.

Johnson armed herself with 
etiquette books, devised a busi- 
ness plan, and often stayed up 
until dawn developing everything 
from her curriculum to the physi- 
cal layout of classes. She and a 
friend launched the K&L School 
of Etiquette and Protocol on June 
9, 2006, but after six months the 
partnership dissolved. Johnson 
restructured with the Life Skills 
name. 

“It was a huge learning pro- 
cess,” she says diplomatically, but

the business has taken off. She’s 
worked with 30 organizations, 
from private schools and church- 
es to sororities, scout groups and 
county recreation services. She has 
three contract employees on call. 

Johnson has networked with 
the local chamber of commerce 
and Women Business Owners of 
Prince George’s County, taken part 
in career fairs, and done radio and 
TV interviews to keep the referrals 
coming in. 

One teen boy signed up because 
his girlfriend had. “He expected it to 
be boring, but he saw how energetic 
and interactive it was. He came up 
and said, ‘This was actually pret- 
ty good,”’ Johnson says. Soon the 
teen won a presidential internship 
at the Department of Labor; when 
he met first lady Laura Bush, she 
told him, “Wow, you need to meet 
my husband.” 

“I guess he had a strong and 
confident handshake. We teach 
that here,” says Johnson. “It made 
me feel really good, like they leave 
my class and really practice what 
I preach.”

Culinary Institute or at Johnson 
& Wales University, which offers 
degrees in culinary arts at its four 
campuses. 

Graduates of the baking and pas- 
try arts programs at Johnson & Wales 
are most interested in establishing 
a business such as a bakery, bakery 
cafe or wedding cake company, said 
Wanda Cropper, an assistant dean 
who once worked at the Marriott 
headquarters and ran a District 
wholesale pastry business. 

“Every week, a new chocolate 
maker or chocolatier pops up,” said 
Wanders, who compares the rising 
popularity of chocolate to wine’s 
growth a decade or more ago. As 
more sweet shops open, they create 
career opportunities. So do restau- 
rants and gourmet food outlets that 
sell signature desserts. 

Yet such jobs are hotly sought 
after — and are hot once they’re 
obtained, too. “There is quite a bit 
of competition,” said Robert Jorin 
of the Culinary Institute’s California 
campus. 

Tough competition and low 
wages are two drawbacks of careers 
in sweets. 

But there are advantages — from 
the joy of creating new dishes to the 
camaraderie of the kitchen to the 
happiness of giving people food they 
crave. “I’ve heard some moans from 
women that have been surprised 
when they have our chocolates,” 
Wanders said. 

Perhaps that explains why people 
try to establish credentials with an 


internship or two at a top restau- 
rant or hotel or with a chef with a 
stellar reputation. Such internships 
are generally unpaid. “They would 
do anything to get in there and peel 
potatoes all day,” Jorin said. Like 
many, he believes internships pro- 
vide valuable experience and may 
open doors. 

Some sweets chefs say newcom-

ers can learn as much as an appren- 
tice or in entry-level jobs as they 
would in culinary school. “I wouldn’t 
have gone had I known,” said Janelle 
Birdsall, pastry chef at Black’s Bar 
and Kitchen in Bethesda. She grad- 
uated from the California Culinary 
Academy and then worked for a 
classical French pastry chef. 

Jorin suggests, however, that 
students learn a broader range of 
cuisines and cooking styles versus 
a narrower focus when apprentic- 
ing with one chef And he said many 
employers want a chef with a degree 
so they know they’re getting some- 
one with intelligence and a certain 
caliber of skills. 

Pastry chefs and chocolate mak- 
ers need to understand the basics of 
how ingredients and cooking work. 
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have a business sense and be cre- 
ative and inventive. “Chocolate is 
so temperamental — one degree 
can change everything,” Wanders 
said. “We tweak everything to get 
the perfect product.” 

Whether working with choco- 
late or fruit pies, most pastry chefs 
start in low-paying jobs. Earnings 
depend on the establishment as 
well as on reputation and expe- 
rience — and sometimes, how 
well their sweets sell. Median pay 
ranges from $12 to $19 per hour 
nationwide and can approach $30 
per hour for some, according to the 
government’s Occupational Outlook 
Handbook. 

Often, those in sweet careers 
start as kitchen assistants or assis- 
tants to the pastry chef, then step 
up in pay and responsibility. 

Birdsall figures a good work ethic

and willingness to learn are impor- 
tant. She works 60 to 65 hours per 
week and may add hours as some 
of her summer help heads back to 
school. She estimates she makes 
60 desserts during the week and 
on weekends, 120. “There’s never 
any down time,” she said. 

Despite the glamorous notion 
of a chef’s job as seen on the Food 
Network, the work can be physical- 
ly demanding and quite menial — 
fetching big boxes of fruit or choco- 
late, standing for eight or 10 hours 
per day and stirring over 300- 
degree Fahrenheit burners. 

But chefs do get to sample some 
sweet fare. Although surrounded 
by chocolates. Wanders limits her- 
self to one per day. 

“If I start eating it,” she said, 
“I just want to keep eating it.”

Virginia tech firm 
offers a company 
Porsche, Xbox and 
other cool perks 

A Porsche 911 sits outside eom- 
pany headquarters, ready for 
employees to grab and take for 
a spin. Inside, a “ehill out” room 
offers an Xbox, while the staff 
lounge displays the kookiest 
items employees have found on 
eBay, ineluding a beer-branded 
model airplane. 

The perks and atmosphere may 
sound like they’re from a Silieon 
Valley startup, with more attitude 
than profit and exeeutives straight 


out of eollege. But Command 
Information of Herndon is run by 
experieneed managers and elaims 
a solid profit from its work for the 
government. 

The eompany says it borrowed 
those West Coast-style fringe 
benefits to eompete for talent in 
Washington’s high-teeh job mar- 
ket, whieh has beeome so tight that 
eompanies are getting ereative to 
make themselves attraetive. 

“One of our biggest issues is 
hiring great people,” said ehief 
exeeutive Tom Patterson. “With 
zero unemployment, nobody is 
hitting the beneh saying, T hope 
I ean find a job one day.’ “ 

Command Information helps 
elients upgrade their networks to 


Internet Protoeol Version 6, ahigh- 
er-eapaeity system that would enable 
nearly every deviee — ineluding medi- 
eal dispensers, ears, eomputers and 
handhelds — to eonneet and work 
with one another automatieally. In 
its two years. Command Information 
has attraeted $40 million in venture 
funding. 

As the business grows — it 
already has $50 million in sales 
— Patterson, a former exeeu- 
tive at IBM and Deloitte, says he 
worries about how he’ll be able to 
reeruit enough people to meet the 
eompany ’s needs. 

For that reason, Patterson has 
imported some of the other eoast’s 
mentality. “For the kind of people we 
want,” he said, “we have to go above 
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andbeyondto really make Command 
an attractive place to work, and that 
goes beyond just having foosball and 
being able to shoot hoops; but really 
there’s a lot of career development 
opportunities.” 

That was important for David 
Green, who runs the company’s 
technology lab. “For a start-up, they 
had excellent benefits,” he said. “It’s 
very sociable with our development 
teams. ... We have the Porsche, we 
have video games, we’ve been hav- 
ing a lot of company picnics.” 

There are some drawbacks to the 
Washington region, said Hooman 
Radfar, founder of McLean online

widget maker Clearspring. By being 
away from Silicon Valley, compa- 
nies miss out on what he calls the 
“recombinative innovative effect” 
— the idea that a couple of people 
could be sitting in a bar and sponta- 


neously generate a great product. 

Radfar has injected his com- 
pany with a bit of a Silicon Valley 
feel, however, with what employees 
call a “war room” — a projector for 
movies, a Nintendo Wii, an Xbox, 
bean bags and sleeping bags. Most 
of the company’s 35 employees in 
Washington are in their mid- to late 
20s. And he’s opened offices on the 
West Coast. 

Despite their similarities to 
Silicon Valley start-ups. Command 
and Clearspring have a distinct 
Washington flavor. 

Patterson considered opening 
Command Information in Silicon 


Valley, Austin or Boston, but he 
chose Northern Virginia after 
receiving venture backing from the 
District’s Carlyle Group. He later 
received support from Bethesda’s 
Novak Biddle. The investors under- 
stood IPv6, he said, but wanted him 
to take fewer risks with his busi- 
ness plan, scaling back an ambi- 
tious marketing effort. 

“One of the things I think really 
helped here was that the D.C. area 
has a wealth of experience — gray- 
bearded talent from the telecom and 
Internet space — the actual forma- 
tion of the Internet,” Patterson said, 
referring to when the Internet was 


a Pentagon program. 

And while two -thirds of the com- 
pany’s revenue today comes from the 
government, which is required to 
upgrade to IPv6 by June, Patterson 
expects commercial clients such as 
Bechtel and Cisco to increasingly 
dominate its customer base. 

“We’re absolutely going after a 
huge new market,” he said. “But 
we’re doing it in a very low-risk 
way.” 

That more cautious attitude is 
welcomed by East Coast venture 
firms, in contrast to those on the 
West Coast, which are often look-

ing for the next big thing. 

April Young, senior vice pres- 
ident and managing director of 
Comerica Bank’s Mid-Atlantic 
technology and life sciences 
division, said Washington-area 
venture capitalists look for com- 
panies in markets “that are bet- 
ter known or more predictable 
rather than a truly disruptive 
technology that nobody’s ever 
thought of.” 

In deciding to start his Web 
company in Washington, Radfar 
said he appreciated the sustained 
attention he received from inves- 
tors and the fact that he could 
count on employees to stay on. 

“If you go to the Valley, there’s 
the glamour side of it and the 
becoming-a- Google side of it,” he 
said. “It’s not uncommon for a per- 
son in Silicon Valley to have three 
or four jobs in a year or two.” 

By contrast, in Washington, 
“when you do get capital, the ven- 
ture capitalists are long term and 
the employees are long term.” 

During the dot-com era, lavish 
benefits became a symbol of the 
tech bubble. By contrast, the ben- 
efits today are less about display- 


ing wealth and more about relax- 
ing corporate culture. The idea of 
building the business — a constant 
worry for start-ups — even shows 
up in perks. 

For Command Information, 
the Porsche doubles as a mar- 
keting vehicle. Earlier in the 
summer. Command employee 
Forrest Snowden borrowed the 
Porsche to drive to Maryland’s 
Eastern Shore. He decided he had 
to see what the Porsche could do. 


“You’ve just got to try it,” he said. 
But in “trying it,” he attracted a 
police officer’s attention as he 
hit 90 mph. 

Snowden received only a 
warning. “The officer was more 
interested in the logos and 
the verbiage,” Snowden said. 

That would be the words 
“Command Information” 
and “veesix” planted on the 
Porsche’s sides and rear.
